In 1965, the then ARIA president, Professor C. Arthur Williams, Jr., of the 
University of Minnesota, appointed a special committee to look into the question 
of the exposure of The Journal of Risk and Insurance in the various periodical 
indexes. One of the recommendations of the committee was that consideration 
should be given to the development of a cumulative index covering all issues of 
the Journal since its inception. At its meeting in December, 1966, the Board of 
Directors of ARIA authorized the preparation of such an index. The chairman 
of the Committee on Journal Indexing, Professor Joseph M. Belth, of Indiana 
University, offered to the authors the task of preparing the index. Work was 
begun in the summer of 1967. 

The authors wish to thank Professor Belth for his valuable suggestions during 
the preparation of the index. Encouragement and support for the project were 
received not only from Professor Williams, but also from his successors in the 
presidency of ARIA—Professors John F. Adams of Temple University, John D. 
Long of Indiana University, and Robert I. Mehr of the University of Illinois. 
We also owe a debt of gratitude to the secretaries, Mrs. Nan Ward, Miss Connie 
Chandler, and Mrs. Saundra Spencer, who labored for many hours. 

Due to the long time period covered by the index and the changing format 
of the journals included, there is the possibility (and, alas, the likelihood) of 
errors and omissions. This is especially true of the classification of articles in 
the subject index. The authors only wish that errors and omissions insurance 
was available to them. 

In any case, the authors assume full responsibility for the accuracy of the 
index. We would appreciate being informed of any errors noticed by readers 
of the index in order that they may be corrected in any later editions. Please 
mail any comments, suggestions, or corrections to the Editor, The Journal of 
Risk and Insurance, 112 East Washington Street, Bloomington, Illinois 61701.

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DESCRIPTION OF THE INDEX 


The index includes publications from the proceedings of the organizational 
meeting of the American Association of University Teachers of Insurance on 
December 28, 1932 through the December, 1967 issue of The Journal of Risk 
and Insurance. The proceedings of the organizational meeting were not given a 
volume number, but were labeled “Volume 0” (zero) for purposes of identifica- 
tion in the index. Those who dislike the use of zero for a volume number may 
consider it as the letter “O” and as an abbreviation for “organizational.” 

Beginning with Volume I in 1933, the proceedings of the annual meeting of 
the American Association of University Teachers of Insurance were published 
each year in December. Beginning with Volume IV in 1937 the Journal was 
published in March following the December annual meeting of the AAUTI 
under the title of the Journal of the American Association of University Teachers 
of Insurance. In 1956, two issues of Volume XXIII were published. In 1957, the 
name of the Journal was changed to The Journal of Insurance and the number 
of issues per year was increased to four. In 1957 and 1958, the fourth number 
was published in the spring of the following year. 

The Volume XXVI, No. 2 (Summer, 1959) issue of The Journal of Insurance 
was correctly labeled on the cover, but incorrectly labeled on the spine as Volume 
XXVII, No. 2 (June 1960), and on the title page as Volume XXVI, No. 2 (Sum- 
mer, 1960). The Volume XXVI (1959) fall and winter issues of The Journal of 
Insurance were actually published in 1962. Beginning with Volume XXXI (1964), 
the name of the Journal was changed to its present name of The Journal of Risk 
and Insurance. 

Also incorporated in the index is The Review of Insurance Studies, which 
was published by the American Society for Insurance Research. It was published 
three times a year from 1954 through 1956, and is abbreviated as RIS for pur- 
poses of identification in the index. 

A complete list of journal issues included in this index, along with their date 
of publication and explanatory remaris, is shown on pages 9-13. This list was 
compiled by Professor Joseph M. Belth. 

The older issues of the Proceedings of the Annual Mzetings of AAUTI and 
the Journal of AAUTI contained floor discussions of papers that were presented. 
These discussions were not included as articles in the index because they gener- 
ally were quite short. Page references to such discussions are shown in citations 
for the papers to which the discussions relate. 

The index is composed of an author index, a subject index, a book reviews 
and summaries index, and an association business index. 


Author Index 


The author index contains an alphabetized listing of the authors of feature 
articles, curricular concepts articles, communications and short articles, and book 
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reviews and summaries. Multiple writings of an author are listed chronologically 
with the title and reference. The book reviews and summaries are arranged to 
show the title of the work being reviewed, its author, and the reference. Dis- 
cussions of the articles, reviews, and summaries are also referenced. 


Subject Index 

The subject index is composed of forty-eight categories. The purpose of the 
categorization is to facilitate location of topical material for research purposes. 
Hence, most of the categories contain articles that are of current interest. How- 
ever, a few of the categories are necessary to accommodate articles in some of 
the older issues for which there are no current comparable publications. For 
simplicity of use, the index was limited to primary subject categories with no 
sub-categories. A list of the categories appears on page 15. Although an at- 
tempt was made to classify each article in a single category, some articles defi- 
nitely deal with two or more topics. In such a case, the article is listed under all 
of the appropriate categories with no cross-referencing. Generally no more than 
two or three categories were used for one article. 

The subject categories are arranged alphabetically. Within each subject cate- 
gory the articles are listed chronologically. The format is to list the author first, 
followed by the title of the article and its citation. Discussions of the articles 
are also referenced. , 


Book Reviews and Summaries Index 


The book reviews and summaries index contains an alphabetized listing of 
the authors of the books and other publications reviewed. The author is followed 
by the title of the book or other publication, the name of the reviewer, and the 
citation. 

Association Business Index 

The association business index contains numerous types of memoranda to 
members of the American Risk and Insurance Association and its predecessor 
organizations. These memoranda were classified into thirteen separate categories 
containing material that appears to be of current interest to members of ARIA. 
The miscellaneous category contains material that either appeared infrequently 
or appears to be no longer of current interest to members of ARIA. 

Due to the various types of memoranda issued by the ARIA and its pred- 
ecessor organizations, the association business index simply presents the cate- 
gories alphabetically with the exception of the miscellaneous category, which 
appears last. Within each category the arrangement is chronological. For most 
categories it was necessary to list only the reference with no further comment.
